A VAST SCHEME TO EXTORT MONEY,

Our sister city of New York has been as-
tounded by the exposure of one of the boldest
schemes to extort a large sum of money ever
yet arranged. As the Globe says, *“ 1t will,
no doubt, long be remembered, not only on
account of its audacious rascality, and the
fearful measures made use of to accomplish
the nefarious design, but also as an instance
of signal failure in a stupendous and well-
planned project of fraud, which, had it suc-
ceeded, would have enriched the villzainous
authors in the sum of $50,¢00.”

John 'acob Astor, recently deceased in New
York, left the bulk of his property—an im-
mense sum, only to be counted in millions—
to his son, William B. Astor. The latter gen-
tleman resides at No. 34 Lafayette Place, and
has an office in the upper part of the city.—
Mr. Astor has received lately several letters
from a man signing himself “E, K. Bass-
wood,” demanding from him $50,000, and
threatening his life and propeity, in case of
his refusal to give it. The 13th instant was
fixed as the last day of grace. Mr. Astor
went to the police. He was directed how to
act. He advertised in the Herald that the per-
son who had advertized for $50,000 could re-
ceive it by calling. Officers lay in wait, A
man named Franklin G. Bragg called for the
money, and being handed a package of worth-
Jess notes, walked off with 1t, and was follow-
2d by the police officers to a grocery store on
the corner of Cliff and Fulton streets, where
Bowyer accosted him in relation to the pack-
age. He replied that it was a package which
he was instructed to leave at the bar of the
United States Hotel, nddressed to A. R. D.
Green, who would call for it. He was then
told to go and deliver it, and warned against
intimating that he had been epoken to. He
delivered it, and as he lelt the notel was ar-
rested. Officer Reed, after waiting at the ho-
tel, observed Biggs approach the bar and ask
for the package, which was handed him. and
with which he left, followed by officers Bow-
yer and Reed, to the Battery, and thence to
the corner of Maiden Lane and Broadway,
where he entered an omnibus, in which officer
Bowyer aleo ook a seat, officer Reed remain-
ing outside. At the corner of Canal street
and Breadway, Biggs got out and entered an
exchange office. The officers took him into
custody at the corner of Canal and Mercer
streets, with the package in his possession,
and conducted him to the chief's office. On
searching his person, a letter was fonnd, pur-
porting 10 have been written to him by Bass-
wood, evidently in the same hand, directing
Jbim to follow the instructions in the commu-
mication, and that a failure would place his
own life in jeopardy. The letter set forth
1hat he must go to the United States Hotel and
inquire for the package alluded to, which
would contain $50,000 in bills, and that he
must get it exchanged, and send it through the
post office to a certain address, and that he
must, under no circumstances, communicate
any information respecting it, unless he should
get lato diffieulty, in which case he was at lib-
erty to tell all he knew.

ince the arrest of Biggs and Bragg—who,
by the way, are brothers-in-law—information
has been received by the chief of police, that
Mr. William Smith, of St. George’s Manor,
Long Island, had also received similar threat-
ening letters, purportiug to be signed by John
George Jones, stating that if he did not send
42,000 to a certain direction, his building
would be burnt down. On comparing the
commaunication sent to Mr, Smith, with those
sent to Mr. Astor, it became evident that they
had been sent by the same party, and written
by the same individual. The accused were
committed for examination by the chief of po-
Jice.

A New Counterfeit.—We learn that a coun-
tecfeit $20 Note on the Fayetteville Branch of
the Bark of the State, was detected in Raleigh
a week or two ago. The signatures are very
geod imitations, except that they are engra-
ved. The filling up, I. Wetmore and Fayette-
walle, are admirable imitations. The plate is
not cerrect—the vignette being an eagle on
the right hand instead of a wheat field.

Counterfeiter Arrested.—We learn from the
Wadesboro® Argus, that a man calling himeelf
John Geasley, hailing from Rockingham coun-
ty, N. C., was arrested and committed to jail
in that place for passing $80 in counterfeit
$10 notes on the Bank of Cape Fear, and $20's
on the Bank of the State of South Carolina.
These notes were wretchedly executed. He
had also other spurious bills, among them two
10’s on the Bank of Louisville, Ky.
